Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  fourth  interim  report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District.  Again  the  Ministry 
of  Health  have  suggested  that  reports  should  be  confined  to 
essential  and  urgent  matters  which  have  affected  the  Public  Health 
during  the  year. 


I  am  sure  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
sympathise  with  Councillor  Pennington  and  his  family  in  their 
recent  misfortunes  and  hope  that  he  will  soon  be  restored  to  health 
and  activity. 


SECTION  A— GENERAL  SUMMARY. 

V 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  general  provision  of  health 
jsfervices  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  outbreaks  occurred  during  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year  and  they  were  a  continuation  of  the 
outbreak  in  1941.  Detailed  reference  to  the  Diphtheria  Immunisa¬ 
tion  Scheme  is  made  in  the  appropriate  section.  Tribute  must  be 
paid  to  the  County  Council  one  of  the  few  county  authorities 
which  pays  half  the  expenses  of  the  immunisation  scheme  and  so 
eases  the  burden  for  District  Councils. 

Measles  became  epidemic  during  the  second  half  of  the  year. 
The  disease  was  mild  in  character  and  there  was  only  one  death. 

Action  has  been  taken  in  one  instance  under  the  Scabies 
Order,  1941  and  a  satisfactory  response  from  the  offenders  was 
obtained  through  the  helpful  intervention  of  the  County  Constab¬ 
ulary.  Considerable  use  has  been  made  of  the  posters  and  public¬ 
ations  on  a  variety  of  health  matters  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education. 

There  has  been  no  excessive  mortality  during  the  year.

The  Birth  Rate  (16.4)  and  the  Death  Rate  (13  2)  are  very 
close  to  those  for  England  and  Wales  (15.8  and  11.6  respectively). 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  (69)  is  again  appreciably  higher 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (49).  The  causes  were  pre¬ 
maturity,  congenital  defects  and  conditions  operating  within  the  first 
month  of  life. 

There  has  been  no  unusual  or  excessive  mortality  during  the

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. — These  are  provided  by  arrang-ement 
with  the  Manchester  Collieries  A  saloon  car  for  sitting  cases  is 
now  used  in  addition.  This  service  has  been  much  appreciated. 
The  ambulance  made  536  journeys  during-  the  year  and  the  saloon 
car  216  journeys  from  August  to  December, 

SECTION  C.—  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY,  DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE,  RIVERS  AND 
STREAMS. — Many  streams  in  the  district  are  polluted.  It  is 
unlikely  that  this  state  of  affairs  can  be  remedied  during  the  War. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. — No  changes  have  occurred. 

SANITARY  INSPECTIONS. — A  detailed  statement  of  inspections 
by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  is  appended. 

BUG  INFESTED  HOUSES.  Bugs  were  found  in  thirty-two 
houses.  Rooms  were  sprayed  with  liquid  insecticide  which 
apparently  destroyed  the  bugs.

There  is  no  gross  overcrowding. 

The  number  of  bug  infested  houses  referred  to  in  the  preceding 
section  is  regrettably  large.

MILK  SUPPLY.

(b)  Dairies,  Milk  Shops.- — There  are  sixteen  milk  pur¬ 
veyors,  other  than  cow-keepers.  Regular  inspections 
of  the  premises  were  made  during  the  year. 

(c)  Farms. — There  are  30  dairy  farms  and  560  cows  in 
the  District.  All  the  farms  were  inspected  at  least 
twice  during  the  year  with  a  view  to  cleanliness, 
limewashing  and  structural  condition.  The  cleanli¬ 
ness  of  the  cows  and  of  the  milkers  was  also  watched, 
together  with*  methods  for  sterilising  the  utensils, 
cooling,  bottling  and  sterilising  the  milk.  Scarcity 
of  labour  has  been  blamed  for  a  lower  standard  of 
cleanliness. 

(d)  Samples. 

(1)  For  tuberculous  milk  (oh  behalf  of  the  County 
Council) — 19  samples — two  contained  tubercle 
bacilli. 
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(2)  For  bacterial  content — 

17  samples — 9  unsatisfactory. 

Immediate  improvement  occurred  after  visits  to  the  farms 
producing'  milk  with  a  high  bacterial  content. 

MEAT  SUPPLY. — All  local  slaughter-houses  ceased  to  be  used 
on  Sunday  midnight,  the  14th  January,  1940. 

There  has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  the  quality  of  meat 
coming  into  the  district,  strict  supervision  is  being-  maintained. 

BAKEHOUSES,  FOOD  SHOPS,  FISH  FRYERS  AND  MEAT 

SHOPS. — Rout  ine  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year. 
There  are  no  unusual  circumstances  to  report. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  in  1942. 
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SECTION  F.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL 
OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  cases  occurred  during-  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year  and  were  a  continuation  of  the  outbreak  in 
1941.  The  diphtheria  cases  were  both  mild  and  severe  in  type 
and  there  were  two  deaths.  Three  cases  of  a  mild  character 
developed  in  children  who  had  been  immunised.  Measles  became 
epidemic  during  the  second  half  of  the  year.  Fortunately  it  was 
also  of  a  mild  type  and  there  was  only  one  death  amongst  five 
hundred  cases,  this  was  due  to  the  virus  affecting  the  central 
nervous  system. 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Police,  diphtheria  antitoxin 
is  stored  at  Walkden  Police  Station,  as  well  as  at  the  Town  Hall. 
It  is  available  day  and  night  for  doctors  in  the  District.

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


Sessions  have  been  held  regularly  at  the  School  Clinic  and 
on  school  premises  when  required.  To  save  the  mothers  of  young 
children  a  long  journey  special  clinics  have  been  held  on  school 
premises  in  Little  Hulton  and  Boothstown  by  kind  permission  of 
the  school  authorities  for  the  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

A  Birthday  Card  Scheme  has  been  introduced  so  that  children 
receive  a  reminder  about  immunisation  on  their  first  birthday.  A 
specimen  card  is  enclosed  w  ith  this  report.  The  scheme  is  working 
successfully. 

Specially  designed  cinema  slides  in  colour  have  been  made  and 
shown  in  the  local  cinemas  by  kind  permission  of  the  owners. 

Posters  issued  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education 
and  special  ones  designed  in  the  Health  Department  have  been 
exhibited  in  the  district  and  in  the  buses.  The  special  broadcast 
talk  by  Sir  Wilson  Jameson,  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  has  been  printed  and  distributed. 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  the  services  of  the 
Health  Visitors  were  utilised  to  visit  the  homes  of  all  children 
under  five  who  had  not  been  immunised.  The  Women’s  Voluntary 
Service  gave  valuable  assistance  in  carrying  out  this  work.  They 
made  900  visits  and  their  returns  showed  that  20%  of  these 
children  had  already  been  immunised  by  their  own  doctor. 

The  Ministry  of  Information  Committee  has  shown  films  on 
the  subject  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation,  whilst  the  Headmasters 
and  Headmistresses  have  continued  to  give  lull  support  to  the 
scheme.  Several  schools  have  less  than  ten  children  attending 
who  have  not  been  immunised,  this  means  that  95%  or  more  of 
the  pupils  have  been  treated. 

The  doctors  who  carry  out  the  injections  at  the  clinic  have 
ensured  the  smooth  working  and  efficiency  of  the  treatment. 

Such  a  general  and  widespread  effort  has  raised  the 
percentage  number  ol'  children  immunised  to  a  total  of  47% 
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between  one  and  five  years  of  age,  and  71%  between  five  and 
fifteen  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  this  report.  Only  7%  has  been 
allowed  for  private  immunisations  but  this  figure  was  shown  to 
be  nearer  20%  when  the  special  enquiry  was  made.  Thus  the 
figure  of  47%  for  the  ages  1 — 5  may  be  as  much  as  60%  or  more. 

Table  VI  gives  the  detailed  figures  for  the  last  three  years. 

Further  progress  must  be  made,  and  the  new-comers  aged 
one  year  dealt  with  as  they  come  along. 

Some  parents  still  have  a  very  conservative  attitude  towards 
immunisation.  Gradually  their  prejudices  are  being  overcome  by 
the  efforts  of  all  those  persons  mentioned  above  who  have  played 
such  a  willing  part  in  the  scheme.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  (TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS,  1940-42  — 

These  Regulations  require  particulars  of  all  persons  of  certain 
specified  ages  who  have  been  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour;  the  object  is  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  Medical  Boards  for  enlistment  in  His  Majesty’s 
Forces.  Several  names  were  notified  in  1942. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. — The  law  relating  to  smoke  abatement 
has  been  temporarily  relaxed. 

CANAL  BOATS.— Seventeen  inspections  were  made  during  the 
\ear  and  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  No'  women  or 
children  were  living  on  board  the  boats,  in  no  case  was  there  more

than  one  male  living  on  board.  No  infectious  disease  occurred 
and  there  was  no  contravention  of  any  of  the  regulations.

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Wood  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  second  Annual  Report  on 
work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  during  1942. 

The  work  is  progressing  favourably  but  war-time  activities 
are  still  taking  the  place  of  what  one  considers  the  real  work  of  a 
Public  Health  Department. 

Complaints  of  nuisances  are  still  being  received  and  dealt 
with  but  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  materials  and  labour  only  urgent 
necessary  repairs  can  receive  attention  as  every  scrap  of  timber 
and  metal  has  to  be  obtained  by  permits  which  are  sometimes 
difficult  to  obtain. 

The  only  alteration  to  the  Staff  of  the  department  was  the 
employment  of  three  lady  salvage  stewards  to  assist  the  bin  men 
in  their  work.  These  have  since  been  reduced  to  two,  but  as  the 
salvage  collected  during  1942  was  more  than  double  that  of  1941 
both  in  bulk  and  in  value  1  consider  the  experiment  to  have  been 
a  success. 


The  collection  of  kitchen  waste  lor  pig  food  has  been 
organised  and  during  the  year  93  tons  10  cwts.  3  qrs.  were 
collected  and  sent  to  Bolton  for  sterilisation  and  manufacture.

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FOOD  INSPECTION. 


The  following’  food  was  surrendered  on  demand  as  being-  unfit 
for  human  consumption.  Largre  quantities  were  destroyed  but  as 
much  as  possible  was  salvaged  for  fats  or  for  use  as  pig-  and 
poultry  food.  A  large  number  of  damaged  tins  of  food  are 
returned  to  the  Regional  Salvage  Officer  in  order  that  the  contents 
may  be  reconditioned  before  they  become  unfit  for  human  food. 
This  work  is  now  taking  up  a  considerable  part  of  the  time  of  the 
department.

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COLLECTION  OF  REFUSE  AND  SALVAGE. 

During-  the  year  we  have  purchased  a  new  Karrier  Bantam 
Refuse  Wagon  which  has  considerably  helped  towards  salvage 
and  refuse  collection.  We  have  now  three  Vulcan  wagons  and 
two  Karrier  Bantams  as  well  as  three  steel  trailers. 

Approximately  5,500  tons  of  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  con¬ 
trolled  tipping  at  Berryfield. 

Our  salvage  of  all  kinds  has  steadily  increased  in  quantity 
and  value.  The  total  of  378  tons  16  cwts.  1  qr.,  valued  at 
p£Y,454  6s.  9d.  is  more  than  double  that  of  1941  which  was 
182  tons  8  owts.  3  qrs.  valued  at  £702  11s.  Od.

Every  complaint  is  investigated  and  dealt  with  as  circumstances 
permit.  Rat  baits  are  provided  and  placed  where  necessary. 
Powder  and  insecticides  are  issued  when  required.  Disinfectants 
are  supplied  in  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  and  when  otherwise 
necessary.  Ambulance  facilities  are  provided.  Camp  sites  are 
inspected  and  the  removal  of  refuse  arranged. 

During  the  year  22  licences  for  the  storage  of  petrol  were 
issued  and  4  for  the  storage  of  calcium  carbide. 

Bakehouses,  farms,  dairies,  factories,  food  premises  and 
canal  boats  are  kept  under  observation  and  the  whole  District  is 
being  supervised  as  consistently  as  possible. 

You  will  realise  that  there  are  several  matters  which  of 
necessity  must  be  shelved  for  the  time  being,  but  they  are  not 
forgotten  and  will  receive  prompt  attention  as  soon  as  circum¬ 
stances  permit.
